One of the largest abattoirs of the city

"Blond women nro becoming scarcer

In each succes- 
sive ivni'i'ation there are fewer of them 
thiui in the last. Already snch a thing 
as a real blond, purely such, is so rarely 
seen in this country as to excite remark. 
Golden tresses are so very infrequent 
that real ones are usually suspected of 
being dyed. 
In short, it has become 


evident that before very long there wil 
be no blond women any more. 


"The 
same thing is true of men 


Among thoir sex light hair and blue eye: 
are fast disappearing. You may judge 
how rapidly they are going when you con 
wider the fact that wherever a brun man 
marries a blond woman or vice versa CC 
per cent, of the children born have dark 
hair and eyes. At that rate not vcr; 
many centuries will bo required to wipe 
out the blond type altogether. 
You 


wondt!)1 how this matter has been deter 
rnim-.l with such accuracy? Simply bj 
including such statistical observation ir 
the census of nations. In Germany anc 
France the very school children are ox- 
aii.ined and havo their characters re- 
corded from an anthropological stand- 
point. 


"Observations made in this •way BO as 


to cover millions of persons of both 
soxcs havo resulted in the discovery 
that the dark people bring more chil- 
dren into the world than do the light 
people. Furthermore, they have greater 
muscular vigor and they live longer. 
Thu.s in every point which has to do 
with the perpetuation of a species they 
are Miperior. The rule in nature seems 
to be- th'it pigment which produces tho 
color of tho hair and eyes is an indica- 
tion of force. 
Albinos among animals 


and pallid plants are always weak. 


"After all, there are comparatively 


few light people in the world. All the 
straight haired races arc dark. All the 
aboriginal Americans are dark, from 
the arctic circle to Cape Horn. All the 
Asiatics are dark. All the Oceanic peo- 
ple are dark. All the Africans are dark,, 
except a few blond tribes in the Bar- 
bary states. Likewise all the southern 
Europeans are dark. Tho dark people 
havo tho great advantage of being able 
to btand any climate, while the light 
complcxioned races cannot endure the 
heat of tho tropics. 


"An apparent contradiction to all this 


is afforded by tho fact that wherever 
the light haired and blue eyed people^ 
have come into conflict with races of 
dark complu^iop the latter have always 
been tlefpatcd. 
The light people govern 


the world today. Queen Victoria has 
bine eyes, and the sun never sets on her 
dominions. 
Descendants of Anglo-Sax- 


ons dominate the New World. Even 
South America, Africa and the civilized 
part of Asia are fairly r\m by the Eng- 
lish and Germans. Germany loads all 
tho nations of the earth in Scienpo and 
learning, and three-fourths of her popu- 
lation are bine eyed. Tho yellow haired 
SweilBM, Danes a,nd Norwegians furnish 
the sailors of the world, 
JSuglish is tho 


language of the globe. 
French lias 


often boon called tho 'universal lan- 
guage,' bnt it is in fact merely a court 
language outside of France. The Chi- 
nese havo a 'pidgin' English, but not a 
'pidgin' French. All the modern jar- 
gons of tho world, for trade purposes, 
are modifications of English. 


"Tho blue eyed and light haired peo- 


ple arts by far the most brave of tho 
moderns, py their superior intelligence 
and bravery they liaye 'e'oijcjucrpd the 
world, but thoir task in accomplishing 
this has implied an enormous strain 
upon their powers. So great a strain 
has not been conducive to the prolonga- 
tion of their existence and to the perpet- 
uation of their kind. Races of people 
are like breeds of horses and cattle, or 
like stocks in plants. They last for 
awhile, but not forever, disappearing

vinds wore easterly instead of westerly, 
f the prevailing winds in Now Lhigland 
n winter wore southeast instc-ud of 
lorthwost, the climate wonld be equal to 
hat of tho Azoro islands, mild and 
.ahny. For the cause of abnormal sea 
-oiis we may look to meteorology.

by tho erratic movements of the air thin 
mat and moisture may be delivered at

There was never but once su"h n usurpa- 


tion of power in the history of the Demo- 
cratic party In this State, and that was in 
1872, when the State Committee assumed 
the authority to appoint the delegates 
with instructions to cast the vote of the 
State for Horace Grtely. 


The Committee will undoubtedly call a 


convention, which will elect the delegates 
to Chicago. I believe, moreover, that the 
convention will select men who can be re- 
lied upon to act for tbe btst interest of the 
State and party, and in ench a manner as 
to insure its success next November, regard- 
less of their own personal preference or 
intereets in regard to candidates or cam- 
paign policy. 


The only question that I have heard dis- 


cussed, is the matter of one or two conven- 
tions, und this feeling appears to be nearly 
unanimous in favor of the first proposition. 
We hava only candidates for Congress and 
Supreme Judge and an electoral ticket to 
nominate, and that can aa well be done at 
the convention which elects the delegates 
as to incur the expense of a subsequent 
convention. This has always been done 
Heretofore, and I can discern no good rea- 
son for departing from the precedent, as 
the conditions of Ihe Nevada Democracy 
are in no way similar to those of the Re- 
publicans, which necfgsitated tbe pouring 
of oil upon the waters ruffltd by the re- 
nomination of a distasteful candidate.
